“The Atlanta Freight ‘Bureau ought to 
be an organization of all the commer- 
cial and manufacturing interests in At- 
lanta bound together for the protection 
of the people. I, for one, want to see 
this freight burgau made a part of the 
city government. I believe the city could 
not spend $10,000 a year to better ad- 
vantage than in maintajming this organ- 
ization for the people of the city.’’ 


Hon. Joseph M. Brown Speaks. 

Hon. Joseph M. Brown, a member of 
the Georgia railroad commission, based 
his remarks upon the Colbert Shgals ap- 
propriation for the Tennessee river. He 
favored the “opening of the Tennessee 
river for all the year around navigation.” 
Commissioner Brown gave figures to 
show that the opening of the Tennessee 
river would greatly reduce rates from 
western points to Chattanooga and would 
trerefore benefit Atlanta. He showed 
that the local rate of the Western and 


Chattanooga by water, would be far lower 
than the present rates from the west to 
Atlanta. 

“The rates from Paducah. Louisville 
and Evansville will always be the same 
as those from Baltimore,” he declared, 
in pursuing this subject. 

Commissioner Brown declared that $2.-

BARTLETT. RAPS 
CURRENCY BILL 


Georgian Viocousl Opposes the

Washington, January !0.—The session 
of the house today was given over 4ai- 
most entirely to a discussion of the biil 
reported by the committee on banking 
and currency “to improve currency con- 
ditions.’”’. A sudden interest in the meas- 
ure seemed to develop as evidenced oy 
the large membership present throughout 
the day. Democratic opposition; mainly 
was dissipated by the adoption of an 
amendment offered by Mr. Williams, of 
Mississippi, providing that government 
deposits shall be made only upon com- 
petitive bids. Final action on the bill 
was not taken. ‘ 

The impeachment charges upon which 
Judge Charles Swayne will be tried were 
presented just before adjgarnment, and 
notice was given by Mr, Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the committee 
of seven which prepared them, that he 
would call the case up on Thursday next. 

Bartlett Opposes. Bill. 

Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, who gvas the 
sole member of the banking d cur- 
rency committee opposed to the currency 
bill and who filed thq minority report 
uppn it, in a brief but vigorous speech 
declareq that he had no apologies to 
make to the house or the people of the 
country for his position regarding the 
bill. He affirmed his adherence to demo- 
cratic principles ana said he could not 
favor a bill he did not believe in. In 
sarcastic vein ‘he spoke of the alleged 
anxiety of the republicans to reform cur- 
rency conditions when, he said, they 
knew they were adepts and past masters 
in_the art of being ostensibly for, some- 
thing they diq not intend to pass. 

Mr. Bartlett criticised the manner in 
which the bill had been kept to the 
front, and inquired whether or not it was 
ir preference to all legislation looking 
to the reform of the tariff or to “aiding 
the people to relieve themselves ‘from the 
‘choking and grasping fingers of a com- 
bination of railroaq extortionists.” 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Bart- 
dett touchei upon the amount per capita 
represented by the postal receipts of

Mr. Fowler spoke in advocacy of his 
own amendment which provides for gov- 
ernment deposits up to 25 per cent of 
the bank’s capitalization, at 2 per cent 
interest, the government to have first 
lien on the bank’s securities, and argued 
that there could be no law that would 
result in more equal judgment than that. 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Fowler’s 
remarks a vote was taken on the Wil- 
liams’ amendment, which was adopted, 
i114 to 90. 

Mr. Thayer (Mass.), referring to the 
Fowler amendment, said he ‘‘had an ink- 
ling in some way’’ that if the bil] be- 
came law, most of the money would go 
to New York. 

Mr. Williams thought that action on 
the Fowler amendment was unnecessary 
in wWew of the adoption of his. own 
amendment.

about one divorce to each eight mar- 
riages. Most of the laws are specia: 
ones, designed to meet particular cases, 
and some have been lobbied through 
legislatures, but, of course, had to be 
general, and so numbers of persons 
would avail themselves of them. Thuis 
nas been the prime cause of trouble, In- 
terviews neld with some prominent men 
vf the legislature show how hard the 
fight will be on the divorce law. The 
churches are pressing for a simple law, 
exactly like that of 1883, making the 
biblical, reason for divorce the only one, 
while others favor the open door and 
one class desire men and women put 
upon the same footing as to unlawful 
relation, claiming that woman is gross- 
ly discriminated against. Some of the 
leaders say that ,whatever law is en- 
acted will be a compromise.

the explosion. ‘They were landed at Ber- 
muda by the Gallia, which was bound 
fsom Hamburg for Savannah. The Mar- 
pesia sailed from New York for Cette, 
France, on December 9, with a cargo of 
naphtha and had been out only a day or 
two when her troubles began. One gale 
succeeded another, b@t all were weath- 
eted in safety and without much dam- 
"gage until December 17. On that day the 
ship was battered and knocked about in 
a@ merciless manner. Her ventilators 
Were carried away at the decks, her hold 
began to fill and soon the cargo of cases 
of naphtha began to warp back and 
forth with every movement of the ves- 
Soon the cases began to give way 
before the strain and in a little while 
the freed naphtha was floating arouna 
on the top of the water in the hold. 
Gas from the fluid accumulated steadily 
and by Christmas day the Marpesia was 
@® loaded bomb, needing only the slightest 
Spark to blow the whole structure to 
atoms. How the spark reached the high- 
ly charged hold never will be known, but 
suddenly there came a terrific report, the 
forward deck shot up into the air with 
@ crash and a roar and in a moment the 
@itire ship was wrapped in flames. Those 
of the eighteen men on board who had 
rot been caught in the first burst threw 
themselves over the side of the flaring 
ship into the sea. They were only seyen, 
and the seven would have followed their 
companions to an early death had not 
the Gallia, which chanced to be in the 
vicinity, come down quickly to her aid 
when she saw the burst of flames.

“T am wedded to no particular plan 
and will be glad to listen to what any 
others may have to say; hut in my opin- 
ion there is only one solution of this 
question, to-wit: To retire as much of 
the present crop as possible for the next 
twelve months, and then to reduce the 
acreage for the coming season not less 
than 25 per cent. 

“Y invite correspondence from all those 
interested in the cotton situation, and 
hope they will suggest such plans as they 
have in view, all of which I will be giada 
to lay before this meeting in the hope 
that some aatisfactory plan may be 
agreed upon and carried out.’’
